The car struck the pole with such

We find from the census reports that during the last ten years some 


cities made a vnst advance in population while others remained almost 
stationary. It would he interesting to examine (he causes of this result. 


Take, for example, tlic jrreiii. city of New York whose increase for the 


past ten years is really marvelous. 
What caused that increase? 
Was it 


the influx of foreign immigrants or a healthy growth from natural develop- 
ment? 
We arc inclined lo favor the latter conclusion because (he city of 


New York lias expended vnst amounts of money on the extension of rapid 
transit. In this way purls of the city that were formerly but sparsely 
settled-have filled up and become prosperous. 


Applying (his theory to our own city which has grown hut little in 


population during the past ton years, we shall be forced to conclude that 
we have not done much to attract settlers, we hare not induced many new 
industries to locate here. But if we set out to increase our public utilities, 
if we lave plenty of steady work at good wages, if we establish new lines 
of rapid transit, provide public baths, more and better public parks and 
playgrounds, then we shall sec the people flock from other places to fill 
up the suburban districts, all the empty tenements and to make necessary 
the erection of many new buildings. 


If a city shows push and enterprise it will get ahead, but if it tries 


to remain inactive it will go backward. 


We have not gained much in population during the last ten years. 


What of the next decennial period? 
Will that be like that which has passed, 


a disappointment? It will be just what we make it, no more, no loss. If 
our city is backward it is our f/iult. It is because further growth is handi- 
capped by the antiquated city charter. 
Let us wipe out that disgrace and 


move on to new achievements. 
With a. new charter administered by nble 


and competent men there is no reason why Lowell should not go ahead 
furring the next decnde as rapidly as in any period of her history.

money necessary to secure performers 
which possessed the ability of Lou Dil- 
lon, and Uhlan. That Mr. Billings per- 
sonally will take another tilt at "time" 
behind the new champion is the pre- 


- .diction of those who know his love o: 
1 . the sport It is worthy of note in con- 


sidering the future of Uhlan that Mr 
Billings does not campaign his valua- 


' ble string for profit. Therefore, If the 


.great gelding possesses any greater 
possibilities for time annihilation they 
will receive every consideration un- 
hampered by contemplation of what 
.the earning capacity of the horse might 
be for exhibition purposes. 


Uhlan's rise to fame has been rapid. 


Less than two years ago he started in 
his first race In the 2:30 class at Bos- 
ton and a little more than a month 
later.gained a record <$. 2:07% at Co- 
lumbus. He trotted four races in this 
first campaign, winning .them all. In 
his first race last season at tho Cleve- 
land grand circuit meeting his record 
dropped to 2:03%, and two weeks later 
he was finishing heads apart with 
Hamburg Bnlle In 2: DIM after having 
trotted a long mile on the outside of 
the niare from start to finish, with a 
little the worse of the start. When i 
the two matchless trotters met again 
a fortnight afterward In Boston, Uhlan 
defeated Hamburg Belle decisively "on 
a slow track In 2:04?i and 2:03^4. He 
could outscore her, outfinlsh her and 
outfoot her at every spot and place, 
and Mr. Billings after seeing this per- 
formance paid $35,000 for the horse. 
.Starting to beat his record at Colum- 
bus shortly after this race, Uhlan trot- 
ted In 2:02%. This was his last ap- 
pearance In public until Mr. Billings 
drove him a mile In 2:01 to wagon at 
Cleveland. 


Charles Sanders, a Boston merchant, 


who bought the horse from his breed- 
er, A. H. Parker of Bedford, Maes., de- 
veloped his speed In amateur races 
over the Readvllle track. 
He was 


trained and driven in his public races 
last year anil in 1908 by Hobrrt Proc- 
tor, a Boston trainer. When Mr. Bill- 
Ings bought Uhlan he passed into the 
hands of Charles Tanner, a pupil of 
John Splan. who has long had charge 
of Mr. Billings' matinee and speedway 
trotterfs anjd who is known as one of 
the best conditioners and caretakers in 
the country. 


Uhlan's sire, Bingen, 2:06%, is a son 


of May King, 2:20, by Electioneer. 
Blonde, the dam of Uhlan, was by Sir 
Walter, Jr., 2:18%, a grandson of'Aber- 
deen, formerly owned by Major S. T. 
Dickinson of New York, who by a sin- 
gular coincidence also owned the dam 
of Hamburg Belle. The granddam of 
Uhlan was a Kentucky saddle mnre by 
Black Eagle, a Morgan bred horse. 


The best time ever made by any oth- 


er trotting horse without the aid of a 
wind shield was the 2:01 of Lou Dil- 
lon at Memphis on Nov. 11, 1904. Her 
best record with the aid of a wind 
shield TV-OS 1:B8%. Performances made 
in this way are no longer recognized 
by the National Trotting association.

We find from the census reports that during the last ten years some 


cities made a vast advance in population while others >«ed » ™st 


stationary. It would he interesting to examine the causes of this result. 


••• 
Take for «.n,plc, the great city of New York whose rcereaae for the 


past ten yenrs is really marvelous. What caused that increase 
Was ,t 


!he influ, of foreign unmigvanis or a healthy growth from natural develop- 
ment-? We me inclined to fnvor the latter conclusion because the city ot 
New York has expended vast amounts of money on the extension of rapid 
transit. In this way parts of the city that were formerly but sparsely 


settled have filled up and become prosperous. 
_ 


Applying this theory to our own city which has grown but hltle in 


population during (he pnrt ten years, we shall be forced to conclude that 
we have not done much to attract settlers, we have not induced many new 
industries to locale here. But if we set out to increase our public utilities, 
if we have plenty of steady work at good wages, if'we establish new lines 
of rapid transit, provide public baths, more and,better public parks and 
playgrounds, then we shall see the people flock from other places to fill 
up'the suburban districts., all the empty tenements and to make necessary 


the erection of many new buildings. 


. If a city shows push and enterprise it will get ahead, but if it tries 


to remain inactive it will go backward. 


We have not gained much in population during the last ton years. 


What of the next decennial period? Will that be like that which has passed, 
i. disappointment? It will be just what we make it, no more, no less. If 
our city is backward it. is our fault. It is because further growth is handi- 
capped by the antiquated city charier. Let us wipe out that disgrace and 
move on to new achievements. With a new charter administered by able 
siid competent men there is no reason why Lowell should not go ahead 
onring the next decade as rapidly as in any period of her history.

authorized to accept on behalf of the state either gifts or bequests of land 
to be used in advancing the forestry interests of the state. Under this act 
the owners of waste land ( h u t is of little or no use can turn it over to the 
state to have it planted with trees and thus in time to become not only 
valuable to the state, but a source of beauty to the locality. 


It is alleged that there are 700,000 acres of waste. Innd in this state 


'which is of very little value to the owners. 
Yet they have to pay taxes 


on it. By availing of this net they can frel rid of the responsibility and also 
assist the state in the matter of increasing the lumber supply.
